FIFTY-SEVEN PERCENT OF THE INTERVIEWEES THINK THAT THE (

AS FOR THE DAMAGE SCIENCE HAS DONE TO MANKIND, 67-4 PERCENT OF 
THOSE POLLED RANK ENVIRONMENTAL POLLUTION AS THE WORST. OTHERS 
INCLUDE THE OVER-EXPLOITATION OF NATURAL RESOURCES, THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF WMCNS, AND THE ABUSE OF ADDITIVES IN FOOD PROCESSING. 

THE POLL WAS CONDUCTED ACCORDING TO AN INTERNATIONAL STANDARD 
METHOD CALLED THE PPS METHOD. 

PROFESSOR ZHANG, WHO WAS IN CHARGE OF THE SURVEY, SAID THE 
RESEARCH CENTER OF MANAGEMENT SCIENCE CONDUCTED THE POLL AIMING AT A 
THOROUGH STUDY OF THE PUBLIC ATTITUDE TO SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY. 
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
